Maitland’s New York circular of the 
Mu instant, also on the bear“ side of 
the question, views the subject as follows: 

It is of course too early as yet to indi- 
cate the extent of the cotton planting this 
season. Undoubtedly efforts are being 
made for increased cultivation of the sta- 
ple, the present high prices furnishing the 
stron possible inducement. The 
weather, however, during the t to 
months has not been as favorable as we 
could wish, but, with a pleasant March, 
time thus far lost could be made good. 
Still we would warn our readers, especial- 
ly those abroad, against anticipating too 
much forthe Southern States in the way 
of cotton raising the coming season. 

That they will raise all they can is cer- 
tain; that is, there will be no lack of efforts 
among the planters; they have also a suf- 
ficient supply of capital for a decidedly 
increased crop. But we fear, from the best
